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0iese Submits Budget That 
Requires 13c Tax Increase

A Greenbelt municipal budget for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1977 that requires a 13c increase in the property tax rate was 
submitted to the city council by city manager James K. Giese on 
April 8. Giese said it was up to council to make the difficult 
decisions between the level of the tax rate and the level of ser¬ 
vices to be provided. The present tax rate is $1.00 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. In order to reduce the tax rate, expenditures 
would have to be reduced (or additional revenues anticipated) in 
the amount of $8,039 for each cent of rate reduction. 


The proposed general fund bud¬ 
get provides for total expenditures 
during fiscal year 1977 of $1,907,200, 
an Increase of 12 percent over the 
fiscal year 1966 appropriation of 
$1,699,875. 

During the next year, the city’s 
assessable tax base is expected to 
rise only 8 percent — from $67.9 
million to $73.4 million, as also are 
revenues from other sources, leav¬ 
ing a gap to be filled by a higher 
property tax rate. 

In addition, the city manager 
recommended a 10 percent increase 
in waste collection fees for all free¬ 
standing homes and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. in order to overcome 
on expected deficit of $6,250 plus 
whatever cost-of-living increase for 
the waste collection crew is voted 
by council. 

The council will be starting work 
sessions on Wednesday, April 21, 
meeting first on the police depart¬ 
ment followed by a meeting April 
26 on Greenbelt CARES and on 
April 28 with the volunteer recrea¬ 
tion groups. The budget must be 
adopted by June 10. 

Expenditures 

Contributing to the increase of 
$207,300 in budgeted expenditures 
for fiscal year 1977 are: 

(1) More than $25,000 in increas¬ 
ed city funds for Greenbelt CARES 
Youth Services Bureau. In the cur¬ 
rent year $60,950 was budgeted for 
this counseling service of which the 
city put up $6,000. For fiscal 1977, 
$65,500 is budgeted with the State 
Department of Juvenile Services 
contributing $38,650 and the bal¬ 
ance to come from the city, 

(21 A 4 percent across the board 
pay increase for ail classified city 
employees costing $36,000 to com¬ 
pensate for an increased cost-of- 
living. Giese stated that although 
the cost-of-living index has in¬ 
creased 5.9 percent during the past 
year, since last August it has in¬ 
creased at an annual rate of 4 
percent, 

(3) An increase amounting to 
$28,200 (33 percent) to cover the in¬ 
creased cost to the city of the re¬ 
tirement system and social secur¬ 
ity. 

(4) A $12,100 increase in prem¬ 
iums for employee health and life 
insurance, workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion and other insurance. 

(5) The city absorption of two ad¬ 
ditional police officers previously 
funded by Federal public employ¬ 
ment programs at a cost of about 
£25,000 This will bring the num¬ 
ber of uniformed personnel to 20. 

(6) Two additional full-time staff 


for the recreation department to 
provide increased supervision of 
the two major recreation centers. 
The cost of these recreation assist¬ 
ants ($16,600) would be offset in 
part by reduced expenses for part- 
time help and in part by increased 
fee charges for self-suporting rec¬ 
reation programs. 

(7) An increase in the cost of 
operating the Springhill Lake Rec¬ 
reation Center, inasmuch as fiscal 
1977 will be the first full year of 
operation (the Center opened in 
September 1975). This increase is 
estimated at about $10,000 (exclud¬ 
ing the new recreation assistant). 

(8) An increase of $5,800 in ex¬ 
penditures under self-supporting 
recreation activities, to be offset 
by a proposed increase of 20 percent 
in fees. 

9) An increase of $5,300 in con¬ 
tributions by the city to local civic 
volunteer organizations working in 
the recreation field. 

Most of the remaining increases 
in the budget are due to the in¬ 
creased cost of goods and services 
that the city must purchase. 

Capital Improvements 

Capital improvement funds, de¬ 
rived from the earmarked 3c tax 
levy and amounting to $57,700, are 
proposed for the following items: 
The Council has adopted a policy of 
See BUDGET, page 8, col.

Attending 
the meeting were representatives 
of the Federal Government (Lar¬ 
ry Dale of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment (HUD) ), the State 
government (Stuart Wechsler of 
Department of Economic and Com¬ 
munity Development), and Prince 
Georges county (Earl Morgan of 
County Housing Authority). 

May 1 Deadline 

The city was advised that it must 
officially notify the State by May 
1 of its interest in proceeding with 
the project, as HUD has indicated 
that it will not hold the 100 units 
currently reserved for elderly 
housing subsidies in the Greenbelt 
area beyond May 15.

Housing Scorecard 

The housing for the elderly project will involve four layers of 
government. In an effort to unscramble the respective roles of these 
agencies in the workings of the project, the following information was 
assembled. 

Prince Georges County Housing Authority. — This agency under 
Section 8 of the Community Development Program has reserved, with 
the approval of the Federal Government, 100 units of elderly housing for 
the Greenbelt area. Once the project is constructed, this agency will 
oversee the eligibility determinations of individuals for occupancy with 
respect to the subsidy provision and will make annual examinations of 
premises to assure that the project is meeting appropriate housing stand¬ 
ards. 

State Department of Economic and Community Development—This 
agency provides the funds for construction of the project through float¬ 
ing tax-exempt mortgage bonds in the private market. The city, in 
effect, will be contracting for a long-term loan of 40 years from the 
State Housing Finance Agency at the prevailing interest rate (currently 
about 7 percent). The State loan will cover all the costs cf the project, 
including the acquisition of land. If a private developer is involved as 
a sponsor, then the State loan can only be for 90 percent of the cost 
and the developer must put up the extra 30 percent. The State agency 
will approve construction plans in order to determine the economic 
feasibility of the project and will enter into agreements with the city 
♦ (or the sponsor) setting the fair market value of the rentals in order 
to assure that all costs will be covered. 

Federal Hous’ng and Urban Development.—This ag ncy will provide 
the rent subsidies (housing assistance payments) for the project. The 
subsidv for each unit would be the difference between 25 percent of an 
individual’s income (adjusted for certain items) and the fair market 
rental value of the unit (not to exceed $355 a month) as determined by 
the agreement between the State and the city (or sponsor). The latter fi¬ 
gure is adjusted each year for inflation. There is no limit on the number 
of units that can qualify for a subsidy, except that 30 percent of the sub¬ 
sidized units must be reserved for very low-income fam lies (under 
$5,450 a year for 1 person and under $7,250 a year for 2 persons). These 
subsidies are for 5-year periods, automatically renewable for up to 40 years. 

City of Greenbelt. — The city can construct and operate the project 
on its own, establish a housing authority, or encourage a private develo¬ 
per to sponsor the project. If the latter, the profits will be limited to an 
8 percent return on the developer’s 10 percent investment. The city (or 
sponsor) will enter into a 40-year contract with the State for borrowing 
of funds. The site for the project, the type of construction, the ameni- 
ities, and other details will be determined by the city (or sponsor) with 
the approval of the State. 


City Council Must Act Fast 
To Keep Elderly Housing

At the conclusion of last Monday’s public hearing on elderly 
housing, three things became clear. 

(1) The city council must make a decision within a .fortnight 
on its intent to proceed with the housing for the elderly project 
since inaction would lead to the government’s withdrawal of its 
reservation of 100 units of elderly housing for the Greenbelt area* 

(2) Judging by the number of signatures on a petition sub¬ 
mitted to council in favor of the project, the majority of Greenbelt 
residents are supportive of elderly housing. 

(3) A referendum on the project can still be held, if 20 per¬ 
cent of Greenbelt’s registered voters so indicate. This comes about 
because a charter change is required for the project and any 
charter change can be petitioned to referendum. 

Experts its next regular meeting on Mom- 

Monday’s public hearing was held day, April 19. If the decision is 

favorable, then council will have 
to amend the city charter, since the 
charter at present prohibits the city 
from entering into a contract for 
a period of more than 10 years. 

Such a charter amendment can 
be petitioned to referendum if 20 
percent of the registered voters 
(about 600 voters) sign a petition 
to that effect within 45 days of the 
passage by council. Since the ear¬ 
liest day that council could amend 
the charter is Monday, May 3, the 
45 days would run from that date 
Petition With 2,626 Names 
Robert Dove, president of the 
Golden Age Club, submitted peti¬ 
tions with 2,626 names — all 
Greenbelt residents — in favor of 
the project. He urged that Council 
move ahead promptly on the pro¬ 
ject which is slated for the Ridge 
Road property. 

City manager James E. Giese 
said that the State has looked with 
favor on that site and that he sees 
no obstacles in getting HUD ap¬ 
proval for the site. HUD approval 
is necessary because the site war 
originally purchased with Federal 
Open-space funds for exclusive re- 
creatioin use. The city must re¬ 
place the Ridge Road property 
with other parkland of equal qual¬ 
ity and value. The cost of purch¬ 
asing the substitute land will be 
charged against the elderly hous¬ 
ing project. 

The city’s current thinking is to 
construct 100 one-bedroom, ele¬ 
vator apartments in a building 
that will blend with the surround¬ 
ing area by limiting its height to 
three or four stories. This is pos¬ 
sible because the property slopes 
downward to the rear. 

HUD has indicated that it would 
like to see construction start by 
September 30. In any event, HUD 
is imposing a six-month deadline 
from May 15 for the city to enter 
into a contract for payment of an¬ 
nual contributions (subsidies) by 
HUD. 

Questions 

Upon questioning from the audi¬ 
ence, it was determined that if the 
project did not prove economically 
feasible, the city would be financial¬ 
ly liable. However, the representa¬ 
tives from all levels of government 
quoted the excellent record of se¬ 
nior housing projects in this area, 
noting that the project could be 
100 percent subsidized and that 
there are waiting lists at all oth¬ 
er projects in the county. 

The subsidy does not extend to 
meals and Giese said that the mat¬ 
ter of whether the project would 
} > serving meals is one to be settled 
later. 

Some confusion arose over occu¬ 
pancy eligibility. Apparently, the 
marketing plan for the project can 
be directed to residents of Green¬ 
belt, but there can be no residence 
requirements and no discriminatory 
provisions. 

Questions were also directed at 

what would happen to the Ridge 
Road Center and whether it would 
be replaced. Giese noted that the 
building was not being fully util¬ 
ized for recreational purposes and 
that an addition to the Municipal 
Building might take care of other 
city activities that are now being 
housed in the Ridge Road Center 
such as Greenbelt CARES. He also 
noted that the city now has the 
Sringhill Lake Recreation Center 
to take care of additional recrea¬ 
tional needs. 

The question of whether a senior 
housing project on Ridge Road 
would adversely affect the zoning 
of adjacent land was also brought 
up. City officials were confident that 
several protective measures could 
be used to forestall nearby gar¬ 
den-apartment zoning, including 
proper placement of building and 
condemnation of adjacent land.

About 30 
feet behind the bus, . at the apart¬ 
ment parking court exit, this par¬ 
ticular driver became so impatient 
that he veered around a waiting 
car and then took off up the hill 

It is my view that, as motorists, 
we should consider at least a quar¬ 
ter of a block area around a stop¬ 
ped school bus with flashing red 
lights as a danger area, since chil¬ 
dren may forget their normal cau¬ 
tion when running for the bus.

The Greenbelt Choral Arts Society will perform an original

The Greenbelt Boys and Girls

Greenbelt has since kept its un¬ 
beaten string alive in the opening 
rounds of the Beltsville Invitational 
Tournament with wins over Tako- 
ma Park (Tomcats) and Oxon Hill. 
The early round triumphs in the 
Invitational marked the team’s 
fourth win in four days, and the 
fifth win in a week. 

“The fact that the team won four 
major games in four straight days, 
in three different gyms, is indica¬ 
tive of the bench strength we’ve 
had this season,” coach Phil Straw 
said. “Greenbelt can be very proud 
of the manner in which these young 
men have represented the com¬ 
munity.”

In a vote on Tuesday, April 
13, 1,069 ballots were distributed 
to those ninth and tenth graders 
who are slated to attend the new 
school in September.

More Details on B-W 
Hours For Repairs 

The Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way Improvement project, which 
starts this month, will involve that 
portion of the Parkway north of 
Route 50 interchange to Md. Route 
175 (Jessup Road). For the bene¬ 
fit of commuters, the contractor 
will have all pavement lanes in each 
direction open to traffic and the 
roadway free of construction acti¬ 
vities from 6-9 a.m. and from 3-7 
p.m. on weekdays and from 12 noon 
(Sundays) to 6 a.m. (Mondays). 

Until June, alternate routes 
should be taken at other times 
when construction work is being 
performed and one lane in each 
direction is open. Suggested routes 
are: (1) Kenilworth (North) from 
U.S. 50 to Greenbelt Road (Route 
193), turn right on Md. Route 193 
and take Route 193 to Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, (2) U.S. 50 
to 1-495 (Beltway) and proceed on 
1-495 to Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

The entire project consists of: 
Pavement joint repairs, three and 
one-fourth-inch asphalt pavement 
overlay on entire length of pro¬ 
ject, construction of all-weather 
shoulders, new guardrail protec¬ 
tion at bridge approaches, several 
minor ramp acceleration lane im¬ 
provements, asphalt overlay on a 
number of ramps, replacement of 
many deteriorated roadway signs, 
and repairs of bridge decks on the 
Patuxent and Little Patuxent River 
Bridges (located approximately 1 
mile north of Md. Route 197 and 1 
mile north of Md. Route 198 re¬ 
spectively).

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Garden Club, Still Growing

From its beginning in 1938 the Garden Club of Greenbelt 
has had the dual purpose of improving the landscaping of the 
community and promoting the growth and exchange of flowers 
and vegetables. The call to organize, issued in The Cooperator 
lor Oct. 13, 1938, invited everyone interested in “learning more 
about the growing of shrubs, flowers, or vegetables” to meet for 
the purpose of “organizing a Garden Club in Greenbelt.” 


At a meeting on Feb. 20, 1939, 
the group heard a talk by Dr. 
W. R. Beattie of the U.S Dept, of 
Agriculture’s Bureau of Plant In¬ 
dustry, and held an election of of¬ 
ficers. Raymond V. Hemingway 
became president, and Joseph W. 
Brown was elected Chairman of 
Procurement and Exchange. 
{Brown’s beautifully landscaped 
garden on Crescent Road is well 
worth looking at today.) That year 
the club held its first annual yard 
and garden contest; the city coun¬ 
cil allocated $350 from its conting¬ 
ency fund to provide “premiums 
dor fall exhibits of flower and veg¬ 
etable garden and other work pro¬ 
duced by the citizens of Green- 
lelt” 

Victory Gardens 

Throughout the decades the Gar¬ 
den dub has reflected the chang¬ 
ing Interest of the small commun¬ 
ity of Greenbelt and the larger 
community of world affairs. In the 
UNO's the members had Victory 
Gardens, which provided valuable 
supplements to the food scarcities 
and rationing of World War II. 

In the 1950's tlie Garden Club de¬ 
veloped interest in ornamentals, 
members exchanged seeds, cut¬ 
tings, shrubs, and plant materials. 
Mrs. Viima Cormack led a study 
*£ dotver arranging; visits were 
made to flower exhibitions, parks, 
the national arboretum. With Hans 
Jorgensen as guide and mentor, 
lawn, and base plantings were im¬ 
proved. Thanks to George Adams, 
the entire farm used by the “Ham¬ 
ilton Place Club” was plowed each 
spring and divided into 50’ x 50’ 
pkits, assigned to club members 
end nonmembers on request. Each 
plot holder chipped in up to $6 to 
meet the cost of plowing. Club dues 
remained minimal. 

During the 1960’s the greening 
of Greenbelt paralleled the green¬ 
ing of America. Bob Howell of the 
Cooperative Extension Service or¬ 
ganized educational meet digs and 
brought in experts to lecture and 
discuss individual gardening prob- 
% fcms and the care of lawns and 
hedges. George Farrell encouraged 
those who remained faithful to veg¬ 
etable raising to improve the soil 
and their methods of cultivation 
and to try new varieties. 

hi the early 1970’s with Bill Hoff 
ns president there was a resurge 
of interest in community projects. 
The Garden Club contributed $25 
to Greenbelt Environment Day 
)1970); to the Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service County Fair (1971); 
and to the Greenbelt City Council 
Cor Arbor Day (1972). 

— Inflation — 

The rising cost of living focused 
attention throughout the 1970-1976 
period on vegetable gardens as a 
hedge against inflation. The hope 
of raising enough corn, tomatoes, 
beans, squash, and other vegetables 
for canning encouraged many 
Greenbelters to take up “farming” 
for the first time. The club out¬ 
grew its old meeting room on Ham¬ 
ilton Place 'and meetings are now 
held in the Greenbelt Public Li¬ 
brary, which also sponsors public 
meetings on horticultural subjects. 
Would-be farmers signed up in 
such numbers that the city opened 
«p several additional areas for gar¬ 
dens. In Feb. 1976, with Marilyn 
Fbwler as president, some 130 per¬ 
sons signed memberhip cards. Most 
of them wanted the use of a farm 
plot or half plot, and many joined 
in ordering pulverized limestone 
and fertilizer at wholesale rates. 
The Greenbelt Garden Club, ap¬ 
proaching the age of 40, is healthy 
— and still “growing.” 


Pool/Ice Rink Begun 

Groundbreaking ceremonies for 
the new swimming pool/ice rink 
Qomplex at Calvert Rd. and 52nd 
Ave. in College Park will take 
place at 10 a.m., April 19. The 
new $1,607,000 facility will take 
approximately 500 calendar days to 
complete and will include an out¬ 
door swimming pool, a covered ice 
rink with warming hut and a lock¬ 
er rqpm. facility. 


Police iiloUer 

Chief William Lane reminds par¬ 
ents that the riding of mini bikes 
and go-carts is prohibited on public 
streets and sidewalks. Therefore, 
the only areas where riding these 
vehicles is permitted is private 
property where permision has been 
obtained from the owner. At this 
time there is no known area within 
the city limits which permits the 
riding of these vehicles. There¬ 
fore parents should consider this 
before purchasing a vehicle of this 
type, or permitting its operation. 
Persons riding these vehicles on 
private property can be charged 
with trespassing by the owner. 
Riders of these vehicles on public 
space can be charged, as well as 
a parent for permitting same. The 
Department requests parents' coop¬ 
eration concerning these vehicles. 

With respect to the handling of 
juvenile cases, the recent CRAB 
findings mistakenly reported that 
all juveniles are transported to 
Hyattsvifle. The only time a juve¬ 
nile is transported from the city is 
when his parents refuse to accept 
custody, an extremely serious fe¬ 
lony involved (i.e., rape, homi¬ 
cide, or robbery), or the juvenile 
lives outside the State and it is 
believed he will not return for a 
hearing. 

Twenty-two juvenile complaints 
were responded to and investigated 
last week. One juvenile was charged 
by Officer Cancelose with disorderly 
conduct, and released to parental 
custody pending a juvenile court 
hearing. 

Following issuance of warning 

notices, autos still being parked on 
city streets with expired registra¬ 
tion plates are being removed by 
tow truck. 

Two residential breaking and 
enterings both on Ridge Road, 
were reported during the week. 
The investigations are still con¬ 
tinuing. 

A 25 year old resident of Sei- 
brook was arrested and held with 
no bond set. within twenty hours 
of the rape at knife point of a 
female resident of Springhill Lake 
who was arriving home from work 
late at night. The victim provided 
a good description of the suspect. 
The defendant is believed to be in¬ 
volved in similar offenses in the 
area, and his description has been 
circulated to area police depart¬ 
ments. 

One of the services provided to 
female residents of the city is 
transport from a legal parking 
space near their residence to their 
home. Several residents who work 
late hours make routine use of this 
service.

WSSC - Greenbriar Near 
Agreement on Costs

The Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission (WSSC) is 
expected to close the Greenbriar sewage treatment plant as soon 
as an agreement between WSSC and Greenbriar Associates is 
sighed by WSSC General Manager Robert C. McLeod. The Com¬ 
mission at its March 3 meeting agreed to the concept of hooking 
the Greenbriar condominium development into the public system 
pending the satisfactory resolution of outstanding financial 
charges owed to WSSC by the developer. 

velopment which will house 351 


Aparently, both parties have 
reached a meeting of the minds, but 
the agreement has been held up 
for language refinements. 

In commenting on the agreement 
discussed in the April 8 issue of 
the Prince George’s Journal, As¬ 
sistant General Manager John M. 
Brusnighan said, “We gave and 
they gave too.” 

WSSC, for example, cancelled a 
$200,000 bill charged to Greenbriar 
for trunk sewers serving the 1,193- 
unit apartment development. Green¬ 
briar Associates had contested the 
charge, arguing that the front 
foot benefit assessment they were 
paying for the lanes yields a ra¬ 
ther substantial surplus to the 
Commission. 

Greenbriar also maintained they 
were overcharged some $183,000 in 
operating charges for the sewage 
treatment plant through Decemb- 
ber 31, 1975. WSSC billed Green¬ 
briar $308,000 in operating costs, 
of which $166,000 was overhead. 
Greenbriar argued that it should 
be charged only for overhead di¬ 
rectly attributable to plant opera¬ 
tion. 

To offset Greenbriar’s claim for 
a refund, WSSC agreed to assume 
operation costs of the treatment 
plant from January 1, 1976 until 
hookup to the public system is ac¬ 
complished. The plant, however, 
will not be dismantled until the 
expansion of the regional Western 
JBrftfich Treatment Plant is com¬ 
plete. 

The existing pumping station, al¬ 
so located on the Greenbriar tract, 
will be allowed to serve the devel¬ 
opment with operating and main¬ 
tenance costs borne by Greenbriar. 
WSSC had a new pumping station 
on the drawing boards that would 
serve Greenbriar and potential new 
development in the area. If built, 
the new station, which was opposed 
by the city of Grcenbelt and Green¬ 
briar, would have cost some $800,- 
000 with WSSC funding one-fourth, 
Greenbriar the remainder. 

WSSC is requiring that certain 
modifications be made to the ex¬ 
isting pumping station. Both par¬ 
ties will contribute an estimated 
$10,000 to cover the cost of instal¬ 
ling a hydraulic check valve. 

Construction has started on the 
third section of the Greenbriar de¬ 


apartments. The owners of the 252 
apartments in the first section have 
already organized their condomin¬ 
ium association. The second section 
of 236 units is scheduled to be 
turned over to the new owners in 
the summer.

setting aside each year the yield 
from a 3c tax rate for capital im¬ 
provements, but shortfalls in rev¬ 
enues have prevented the spending 
of these funds in previous years.) 

Pavement of Ridge Road from 
Northway to Eastway including 
shoulders; improvements to the 
southeast corner of Gardenway and 
Crescent; resurfacing of Olivewood 
and Maplewood courts, a portion of 
Lakeside Drive, and streets in Lake- 
wood subdivision; construction of 
sidewalk on east side of Southway 
from the entrance map to Ridge 
Road; construction of bicycle path 
on east side of Lakeerest Drive 
from Greenbelt Road to Lake Park 
entrance; and modernization and 
extension of fire alarm system for 
city-owned buildings. 

Revenue 

Helping to compound the city 
difficulties is the fact that Federal 
public employment grants amount¬ 
ing to $43,800 in fiscal 1976 are ex¬ 
pected to dry up next year. The 
yield from the admissions and a- 
musement tax is estimated to be 
down by $6,000. 

Bright spots are an estimated in¬ 
crease of $20,000 in the city share 
of the State income tax and an in¬ 
crease of $17,700 in the county tax 
rebate for services provided by 
municipalities. 

To balance the general fund bud¬ 
get, Giese is proposing that $42,- 
80 Oof Federal revenue sharing mon¬ 
eys be used to reimburse the gen¬ 
eral fund in 1977. This represents 
almost three-fourths of the $57,800 
available in this account which 
the city was hoping could be used 
for capital improvements. 

After applying the revenue-shar¬ 
ing funds of $42,800 and the rev¬ 
enue from sources other than the 
real property tax of $1,035,000, the 
budget is left with some $829,400 
that needs to be raised through 
the real estate tax. Applying this 
figure to the assessable tax base of 
$73,400,000 produces a tax rate of 
$1.13 per $100 of assessed valuation.
